This contract was awarded in compliance with City Code Chapter 2-9B (Minority Owned and 
Women Owned Business Enterprise Procurement Program) by meeting the goals with 12.33% 
MBE and 9.04% WBE participation to date. 

Additional Backup Information 
 
The New Central Library, located at 710 W. César Chávez Street, will be Austin’s landmark iconic “Library of the 
Future.”  Construction of this facility, which will house the collections and programs presently located in the John 
Henry Faulk Central Library, is currently 85% complete.  Lake | Flato Shepley Bulfinch Joint Venture is the architect 
for the project.  Hensel Phelps Construction Company, the Construction Manager at Risk for the project, originally 
estimated that the construction would be complete in February 2016; however, unforeseen site conditions, weather 
delays, building code requirements, and utility coordination issues have required the construction duration to be 
extended.  The current substantial completion date is estimated to be in November of 2016.  
 
In order to continue the construction phase of this project, an amendment to the professional services agreement with 
Lake | Flato Shepley Bulfinch Joint Venture will be required.  This amendment will include the additional services 
and compensation for extended construction administration services, which include reviewing contractor’s submittals, 
addressing design related issues, providing necessary clarification and interpretation of contract documents, assisting 
in evaluating issues that arise during the course of construction, facilitating progress meetings, and providing a record 
set of drawings which depict changes that accrued during construction.  The City is presently working with the Joint 
Venture to address its non-value added costs related to the impact of design issues on the progress of construction.    
 
This project is located in zip code 78701 (District 9). This project is managed by the Public Works Department. 
 
This amendment has been approved by the City’s Change Control Committee.  The Change Control Committee was 
established to comply with Council Resolution No. 20120126-048, which required the establishment of consistent 
criteria and process to evaluate contractual changes for all contracts administered by the Capital Contracting Office. 
The Change Control Committee is comprised of management-level subject matter experts. 
 
Lake|Flato Architects Inc./Shepley Bulfinch Richardson and Abbott Incorporated, a Joint Venture is managed from 
the offices of Shepley Bulfinch Richardson and Abbott located in Boston, MA.
